ROCK ISLAND FORCED TO TAKE 
NIGGAROLY PRICE. 


Ten Million Dollar Issue Goes for 
82 1-2, Making Lowest Record for 
First-Class Railroad Securities. 
Line Will Net Only Slightly Over 
Eight Million.

Dispatch.} Banking interests in Wall 
street were today very much surprised 
when it became known that the syndl- 
cate formed in connection with the sale 
of $10,000,000 of Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific first and refunding bonds 
sold to Speyer & Co. on Thursday had 
underwritten the issue at 82%. The 
bankers’ commission in the case was 
reported as halt of 1 per cent., which 
figured the issue at 82 to the railroad 


company. 
This is probably the lowest price 
ratlroad com- 


which any important 
pany has yet been forced to accept for 
a long-term bend. Some short-term 
notes and equipment bonds running for 
a short period have, in the recent mar- 
ket, been sold at lower rates than the 
Rock Island Rallroad obtains for the 
issue, but the present issue is a first 
and refunding 4 per cent. bond, with 
twenty-seven years to run. At 82 the 
bond is selling on about a 5% per cent. 
interest basis. 

At 82 for $10,000,000 of bonds, the 
Rock Island Rallroad will obtain .- 
200,000, or a discount of $1,000,000 for 
the face value of the anwunt taken. 
The net proceeds of the issue leaves a 
margin of but $700,000 for the company 
over the $7,500,000 of three-year 4% 
per cent. notes for the retirement of 
which the issue was made. 

The sale of the bonds at the low fig- 
ure makes a new departure in ra- 
way financing, as heretorfore railways 
have been unwilling to sell 4 per cent.

THAT UNIFORM LAW. 


District Attorney Describes Any 
_ Dress as Lawful Which Does Not 
Look Like Army Attire. 

An opinion was handed down yester- 
day by the District Attorney in regard 
to a recently-enacted law, forbidding 
the use of the United States Army and 
Nationa! Guard uniforms by any but 
regular soldicrs and militiamen. The 
opinion states: 

“A -great many organization have 
been wearing the regular uniform, and 
they will be given a reasonable time 
to make the change. 

“A strict compliance with the letter 
of the law would probibit the wearing 


simple matter to rig up the wrecking ot any uniform of any description, for 


all uniforms are similar in that they 
are uniforms.” 
The opinion further states “hat such 


extreme construction will not be placed 


on the law, but that uniforme similar 
to those which must not be used will 
be allowed, providing that the distin- 
guishing feature shall be recognizable 
instantly. The diatinctive feature may 
consist of a collar and leg stripes of 
different color from those used in the 
arm uniforms, or different colored 
braid. Anything which shows at a 
giance that the uniform is not that of 
the regular army or militia wil be rec- 
ognized as lawful.

My Dear Sir: Replying to your favor | 
of the 16th inst., requesting my views | 
as to the necessity for a favorable | 
vote on the Owens River project, I beg 
to say that it seems almost unneces- 
sary to have to indorse it. 

Any one familiar with the growth of 
this city in population, manufacture, 
commerce and general industries, and 
realizing the financial needs of the 
community, must know that water is | 
a fundamental requirement for its 
further advancement. 

Since 1904 the population has m. 
creased from 135,000 to close upon 
300,000. Ranch lands have been opened | 
up in great quantities, smaller com- |

Uniess the progress of this city con- 
tinues, and eastern capital keeps pour- 
ing in, the wealth of this community, 
and of course of each individual, must 
be limited. . 

If you limit the prospective wealth 
of the individual and the community, 
you shut off ambition, and unless you 
can encourage ambition, you are inter- 
fering with the inherent right of 
mankind to happiness and prosperity. 

It seems that the only apparent ob- 
jection to the success of this project 
is that of private, selfish, greedy an- 
tagonism of individuals and corpora- 
tions. If this antagonistic element is 
allowed to prevail, it is only a ques- 
tion of time when we will face similar 
conditions as have befallen and hold 
in death grip poor old San Francisco.

Wisconsin's Largest Elm Tree. 

“I believe that Appleton has the 
largest eim tree in Wisconsin,” writes 
an observer to the Appleton Dally 
Post.
